Provided that the Appellate Authority may entertain the appeal after 
the expiry of the said period, if it is satisfied that the appellant had 
sufficient cause for not preferring the appeal in time. 


(2) The appeal shall be presented to the Appellate Authority with a copy 
being forwarded by the appellant to the authority which made the 
order appealed against. It shall contain all material statements and 
arguments on which the appellant relies but shall not contain any 
disrespectful or improper language, and shall be complete in itself. 

(3) The authority which made the order appealed against shall, on 
receipt of a copy of the appeal from the appellant, forward the same 
with its comments thereon together with the relevant records to the 
Appellate Authority within a peripd not exceeding forty five days from 
the date of the receipt of the appeal.
